PLOT TO BLOW OUT PALO ALTO 
GENERATORS FRAMED BY AGENT 


Attempted Treachery Revealed By Radio 
Telegraphers at Labor Board Hearing 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 


5.—Indication of a probable attempt 


to frame union leaders came to light yesterday in the National Labor 
Relations Board hearing in the case of five officials of the Ameri- 
can Radio Telegraphers’ Association who were discharged by the 
Mackay Radio and Telegraph Company for union activity. 


IL. N. Rone, one of 
union leaders who are charging the 
Mackay Company with violation 
of the Wagner JI.abor Disputes 
Act, testified that R. I. Hatch, an 
asserted company agent, had at- 
tempted during the telegraphers’ 
strike last September to provoke 
him into acts of sabotage. 

Rone stated that Hatch had 
told him that he knew of a place 
in Palo Alto where all the motor 
generators in the Palo Alto 
transmitter station could be 
blown out by throwing a wet 
rag across a transformer. Hatch 
told Rone he would not do it 
with him but was willing to 
drive him down there on a Sun- 
day, show him the place, drive 
him back to San Francisco, then 
loan him his car to drive back 
and commit the crime. 

Rone immediately recognized this

SACRAMENTO, Calif., Dec. 5. 
—With only a fraction of Cali- 
fornia’s unemployed absorbed by 
the WPA and all Federal relief 
cut off, State Controller Ray L. 
Riley has announced that enough 
money is available to carry on 
relief only two weeks longer. 

Those who have received WPA 
employment find themselves with 
less income then they got on di- 
rect relief. In hundreds of cases 
the amount received is hopelessly 
inadequate to feed families. At- 
tempts to enforce wages below 
union standards are resulting in 
widespread strikes and demonstra- 
tions. 


Only $2,000,000 a month is 
available from state funds for 
relief. The amount required to 
date has equalled this weekly. 

Only 60,000 are now employed 
on WPA, whereas the total 
number on relief was 240,000 
cases, 

In addition to this, 340 persons 
employed in disbursement  of- 
fices and 4500 SERA employees 
are to be discharged.

In the last few months, one- 
man cars have been involved in 

serious accidents in the heart* of 


- the city, injuring scores of peo~* — 


ple, including women and chil- 
not even reported to police 
headquarters, and no arrests have 
been made. 

Christensen’s resolution criticized 
City Attorney Ray: L. Chesebro, 
who persistently has refused to

The resolution directed the - 
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municipal board of public utilities 
and transportation to take imme ~

that four months will never be 
enough. Nor ten, for that matter. 

Whether U. S. pressure will be 
brought’ to bear again on Standard 
remains to be seen. That Secre- 
tary of Interior Ickes is in favor 
of letting it stand is seen from 
his statement, issued simultaneous- 
ly with the report of the deal, that 
he never advocated any embargo 
on. other ‘war materials except 
actual munitions. :
